says in part: 


"The gross debt of the commonwealth, 


actual and contingent, Jan. 1.1002, was 
§77,696,635.30. Of~tais amount, $25,738,- 
223.30 is represented by loans which 
have been issued for state purposes ex- 
clusively, and 551,058,412, the total con- 
tingent debt, by loans which have been 
issued for the benefit of ci ties and towns, 
and which will be repaid ultimately by 
them to the commonwealth. Applicable 
to the loans issued for strictly state pur- 
poses, there are accumulations in sink- 
ing funds amounting to $13,278,109.09, 
making the net actual state debt $12.- 
460,053.61. For the redemption of the 
loans included in the contingent debt 
there are accumulations in sinking 
funds amounting to $3,312,853.17, which 
amount, applied to the principal of the 
loans, makes the net contingent Cebt 
$43,845,558.83. Of the net contingent 
debt, $1,101,082.49 falls upon certain 
cities and towns in which armories have 
been built, and the remainder, ?47,- 
544,476.34, upon the cities and towns In 
the metropolitan, water, sewerage and 
parks districts. 


"The receipts of the commonwealth do 


not increase in a ratio corresponding to 
its expenditures, and unless a greater 
restraint is exercised over appropria- 
tions, it will not be long before new 
sources of revenue will need to be dis- 
covered. We must keep the coramon- 
,wealth progressive and liberal, but at 
the same time we must not forget that it 
is our duty to administer her attaJrs with 
a scrupulous regard for the strictest 
economy.

ber With Iht- Louden! Voice and the 
Moat Vigorous Fist In Entitled to 
the Floor. 


There is hardly anything more anti- 


quated in parliamentary life than the 
opening of a Mecklenburg diet. Compar- 
ed with the opening of the reichstug or 
the Prussian, Saxon or any other diet, 
all of .which are businesslike bodies, it 
seems as though one had been set back 
in the middle ages. 
Agrarian conserva- 


tism pure and unadulterated reigns su- 
preme. 


To begin with the calling of the ses- 


sion, a more verbose, long winded and an- 
tiquated document is not in use in any 
modern legi.slative body. 


This antediluvian document is sent to 


the SOO knights and -Jo burgomasters, but 
only 30 or 40 put in their appearance. 
Judging from the size of the hall of ses 
siou, both at Sternberg and 
Mnlehin, 


where the sessions are held alternately, 
this has never been otherwise. Were 
they all to appear, the hall would not 
hold half the number. 


Only when a measure that may in prin-

VANITY OF AN EMPRESS. 


Jo»ephin« Pcnrly Loved Her Gown* 


and Her Jewels. 


It is a rare privilege to be allowed to 


puep at the mysteries of an empress' toi- 
let, to ransack her wardrobes, with their 
treasures, of costly gowns, to open her 
jev.-e! casket and to gloat over gems that 
would purchase many a king's ransom, 
but when this empress is the most Inxn- 
rious and picturesqne woman of an ex- 
t.'avagant age the temptation is too 
strong to resist, says The Golden Penny. 


Such an empress was Josephine, in 


turn the spoiled darling and outcast wife 
Of Napoleon I., whose1 star filled the so- 
cial henvcn of Europe for five years. Jo- 
sephine was more than forty years old 
and had already exhausted all the arts of 
luxury when she was crowned empress in 
1804. Her first beauty had long left her, 
and, it is said, she had practiced the fatal 
and fashionable art of enameling until 
the enamel would no longer retain its 
hold on her skin, but cracked and covered 
her with a constant layer of white pow- 
der. 


For ordinary occasions her hairdresser 


was n M. I-Icrboault, "a magnificent crea- 
ture in an embroidered costume, with a 
sword nt bis side," but for any important 
occasion M. Dnplnn, the most consum- 
mate artist in thr world, was called in. 
M. Duplan's salary for these occasional 
services was 20,000 franca a year, in- 
creased later by Napoleon to 42,000 
francs. These two unrivaled artists de- 
signed for Josephine's benftfit no less 
than a thousand new methods of hair- 
dressinjr, cash adapted to the special cir- 
cumstauces in which it was worn. 


Much as Josephine lover her hundreds 


of costly dresses, she loved her jewelry 
mnre and was never happy unless she 
was adding almott daily to her treasures. 
In n few short iv.ontbs she spent half n 
million francs oa jewels, and her happiest 
hours nt Malmaison were spent in spread- 
ing cut her thousands of gems on the ta- 
ble before her and gloating over their 
dazzling charms. 


Her extravagance was the cause of 


many tears and much upbraiding from 
Napoleon, who gr»w tired of paying bills, 
many of them reachirig almost n million 
francs. But, In the end'he usually suc- 
cumbed to her pleading -and penitence 
•ml wonld say to her: "Come. Josephine! 
Come, my little ono! Console yourself. I 
will make it nil right." Poor, rilly J» 
tepbine! Poor Napoleon!

"The abolition of crossings at the same 


level as our si earn railroads aud our 
streets and public ways is an important 
matter. Tlie general law of 
ISiH), by 


which the policy of tb*s Mate in respect 
to the abolition of srj.de crossings was 
flrst established, has practically ceased 
to be operative. 1 am of the opinion 
that the further operation of the gen- 
eral law for the abolition of ^ratlo i-ro^s- 
iaars should be secured by an appropria- 
tion for thai purpose, and I then-fore 
recommend an appropriation of $5,000.- 
000, to be expended, at the rate of not 
more than $300,000 in any one year, by 
the commonwealth, for t'>e abolition of 
grade crossings of railroads and public 
ways. 


"The insane in the public institutions 


•f the commonwealth numbered on Oct. 
1, 1001, 7790: of this number 3779 were 
men and 4011 women. On the corre- 
sponding date of 1900 the total number 
•was 7411, showing an increase of 373 
for the year. The board uf Insanity 
will this year recommend that ap- 
propriations be made to provide accom- 
modations for an increase of 475 pa- 
tients. In this recommendation I con- 
ear. 


''The latest school returns show that 


the number cf pupils of all ages enrolled 
In tlie public schools The preceding 
school year was 460,188; in private 
schools. 82.325. Of 3^4,913 persons re- 
turned by the school census as coming 
•within the compulsory age limits of 7 
and 14, 87 percent were included in the 
public school enrollment; the rest, \vitJi 
few exceptions, in the private school en- 
rolment. The total expenditure by the 
commonwealth and municipalities for 
the public schools was $14,107,947, of 
which ?11,134,934 was for support arid 
$3,OJ5,013 for school ouildings. 
The 


cost for each child in the average mem- 
bership of tlie public schools was $34.01. 
Upon the public schools more than upon 
any otjher public agency depends the 
welfare of the commonwealth. 
Their 


contribution to this welfare justifies the 
large &ums annually exneuded upon 
them." 


"Under existing law. street railway 


•companies may be organized at will, 
and receive locations from local boards 
of aldermen and selectmen for routes 
through any number of cit'es and towns. 
It sometimes happens that in granting 
locations the interest of the public are 
not satisfactorily safeguarded. 1 recog- 
nize the desirability of having the local 
boards proceed, as now, to grant loca- 
tions in the first instance: but I rero u- 
mend a change in the law. to require 
(bat all locations granted by local boards 
shall be subject to the approval of the 
board of railroad commissioners. 


"I renew my former recommenda- 


tions on the subject of municipal legis- 
lation. It is good policy to compel cities 
and towns to depend upon their own re- 
sources in the management of their lo- 
cal affairs, Instead of encouraging them 
to come to the legislature for relief 
when no real necessity therefor exists. 
I trust that in your consideration of 
municipal measures this year you will 
find it advisable to exercise still further 
restraint. 


"There are now in the commonwealth 


186 savings banks, with aggregate de- 
posits of >>5(>0,000,000. 
This great 


amount of money is an important fac- 
tor in the business life of the common- 
wealth, and the institutions 1 oldingthe 
same should be protected by erery 
reasonable and proper safeguard. 
In 


connection with the matter of savings 
banks, I desire to call your attention to 
the fact that in some -nstanc-es they are 
closely connected with national banks 
or other financial institutions in the oc- 
cupancy of the same offices, and also 
have, in common with those institu- 
tions, the same officers and clerical 
force. I rcommend the enactment of 
such legislation as will require the dis- 
solution, within a reasonable time, of 
•ny such existing corporations, and 
which will also prohibit any bank here- 
after incorporated from being so con- 
nected. 


"The delegation to boards and com- 


missions of Important powers of super- 
vision aud control has been a necessary 
Incident of the expanding life of the 
commonwealth. 
TUe authority im- 


posed upon these boards and coiumis. 
•ions has, in the main, been exercissd 
wisely and conservatively. The only 
fair criticism that can ba made of the 
system is the tendency to unnecessary 
multiplication; in other words, to the 
establishment of special commissions 
to care for Interests of a trivial char- 
acter, which might properly be dele- 
gated to boards already in existence. 


"I make the following recommenda- 


tions: 


"That the powers and duties of the cat- 


tle commissioners bp transferred to the 
etate board of agriculture. 


"That the powers and duties of the in- 


spector of gas and gas meters be trans- 
ferred to the board of gas and electric 
light commissioners. 


"That the powers and duties of the in- 


spector general of fish be transferred to 
the commissioners on inland fisheries 
and game. 


"That the powers and duties of the 


state assayer of liquors be transferred 
to the state board of health. 


"I recommend, furthermore, that yon 


consider the expediency of abolishing 
tlie per diem syatem of compensation in 
all boards and commissions where it 
How obtains, and substituting therefor 
In all cases a'fixed salary. 


"You 
have been called by the suffrages 


of the people to discharge for the cur- 
rent year the important work of legis- 
lating for the commonwealth. It is a 
labor that should be undertaken with a 
grave sense of the responsibilities In- 
volved. In so far as 3 on are guided by 
tbj« high, purpose you will deserve and 
receive the gratitude of the common* 
wealth.

American.

greatest of newspaper writers in Eu- 
rope. M. de Blowitz, derived, from 
Jewish and Austro-Slavonic stock, is a 
Roman Catholic in faith. From July, 
1S71, begins bis association with the 
London Times, and since that time he 
has represented "The Thunderer" 
In 


Paris. His opinions upon continental 
politics derive their value from bis in- 
timate friendship with leading minis- 
ters and diplomats, and his 
HO years' 


record for never having betrayed a con- 
fidence. 


Before Blowitz, ihe olffice of Times 


correspondent was a tine office, but it 
was nothing but an office. lie has made 
of it a government, lie receives am- 
bassadors, confers with leaders of 
state, knows the test of treaties before 
those who sign them, and disarranges 
by a dispatch or i letter combinations 
which their author thinks aecre*. With- 
out sacrificing anything (f his profes- 
sional duties towards '' lift Times, his 
suzerain, he exercises hiss '-ice-royalty 
as a true Frenchman, lotting no occa- 
sion escape of defending his adopted 
country. 


When a man has so his:"u a position, 


and the talent which is needed worth- 
ily to occupy it, he must have enemies. 
M. de Blowitz has .some. BUT as uo one 
can deny either his intelligence, or his 
knowledge, or his humor, tbe last re- 
sort is to accuse him of not loving, 
France. It may be added that M. do 
Blowitz is virtually news-editor of The 
Times, handling all continental matter 
in Paris, and sending it from there. 
For this he gets the modest stipend ot 
$50,000 a year. 


Fullerton a Bostonian 


Boston. Jan. 2.—It is believed here 


"Arthur" Fullerton referred to in thei 
London New dispatch as the successor 
of M. de Elcnvitz as Paris correspondent 
of the London Times is Wililiam Mor- 
ton Fullorton. a Bostonian, whohasbecn 
SI. de Blowitz'3 working head of The 
Times Paris bureau for over 10 years. 


Mr. Fullerten is a Massachusetts man 


and gained his rirst experience in Bos- 
ton. He is the son of Rev. B. M. Ful- 
lerton of Waltliam, and is about 3S 
years old. Graduating from Harvard in 
the class of 1886 with honors in English 
literature and composition, he became 
connected with The Daily Advertiser as 
literary editor. After a little more than 
a year he left The Advertiser to make 
a summer tour of Europe with his 
friend, Rev. Samuel Longfellow; but 
during his absence he was engaged by 
an Engliso illustrated magazine to con- 


l sume the ensuing wjnyjr in an expedi- 
j tion through Egypt and the Greek isl- 


ands. The success which he achieved In 
this enterprise was of the most pro- 
nounced character; and several maga- 
zine articles upwi various topics which 
followed from his pen in quick succes- 
sion attracted great attention. 


Mr. Fullerton's ambition when he left 


Boston was to fit himself for a pro- 
fessorship in English literature at Har- 
vard. But the editor of The London 
Times invited him to become a leading 
writer. Tluit this work met with the ap- 
preciation of The Times, was shown, 
when, at the beginning of 1891, he was| 
sent to Paris to write the literary, so- 
cial and dramatic news, and to assist 
the famed de Blowitz.

TWO QUEER TREES. 


lae Svpplle* Tallow and the Other 


Yield* V«rmUh. 


The tallow tree is a native of China. 


Borne species ai-e also found in the East 
Indies. It is of about the height and ap- 
pearanre of the pear tree, the leaves re- 
eembling these of the poplar. The blos- 
som is yellow, but the singularity of the 
tree I* the fruit, which is inclosed in » 
husk like that of the chestnut. When the 
fruit is ripe, the husk opens of itself, 
ehowing three white grains tbe size of a 
filbert. These grains contain the vegeta- 
ble tallow so useful to the Chinese. 


The grains are crushed, boiled and aft- 


erward mixed with vegetable oil and 
wax. So prepared they make the best 
candles, burning almost without smoke 
and quiie free from smell. lu China 
these trees are cultivated in extensive 
plains planted, in regular order. 
The 


leaves Incline to red, and, the blossom 
being yellow, the trees are beautiful ob- 
jects in a Chinese landscape, a grove of 
them having the appearance of a flower 
garden. 


Th* tree has of late years been intro- 


duce J into North America and is culti- 
vated about Charleston and Savannah. 
IV is also admired in this region for its 
"remarkable appearance at the approach, 
of winter.'' The leaves become a bril- 
liant red, and, the fruit basks falling 
off, 


the white seeds remain suspended to their 
stem by slender threads. 


Another curious tree which grows wild 


in China as well as Japan produces the 
beautiful black Japan varnish so much 
ndmfred in Japanese productions of art. 


The varnish is made from the gveen of 


the tree, which is gathered much in tha 
same way maple sap is got from the ma- 
ple tree. About the middle of the summer 
a number of laborers proceed to the plan- 
tations oj^these trees, each man furnish- 
ed with A knife aad a great number of 
hollow shells larger than oyster. In the 
bark of ?£>«•) tree they make many inci- 
sions about two inches in length, and un- 
der each incision they force in the edge 
of the shell, which easily penetrates the 
soft bark. This operation is performed in 
the evening, as the varnish only flows at 
night. Tbe next morning they scrape out 
carefully the shells, which are nearly 
filled with varnish. The next evening the 
shells are replaced and the varnish again 
collected in the morning. This process is 
repeated through the summer or until the 
varnish ceases to flow. It is computed 
that fifty trees, which can be attendpd by 
a single workman, will yield a pound of 
wnish each night.—St. Louis. Bepublic, 


LINCOLN TRIED IT. 


And That Ended tlie Naval Sweat- 


box Pnni&hment. 


On one of Mr. Lincoln's excursions to 


Fortress Monroe on the steamer Hart- 
ford in 1863 his altPntion was directed to 
a narrow door bound with iron, the use 
of which he was anxious to learn. 


"What is this?" he asked. 
"Ob, that is the 'sweatbox,'" was the 


reply. "It is used for refractory and in- 
subordinate sfamen. A man in there \» 
subjected to fc*eam heat and has very lit- 
tle ventilation. It generally brings him to 
terms very quickly." 


President Lincoln's curiosity was arous- 


ed. "This," he said to himself, "is treat- 
ment to which thousands of American 
seamen are probably subjected every 
year. Let me try it for myself and see 
what it really is." 


Taking off his hat, for he waa several 


inches over six feet in height, he entered 
the inclosare, which he found to be little 
more than three feet in length or width. 
He gave orders that at a signal from 
himself the door should be immediately 
opened. It was then closed and the steam 
tnrned on. 


He had been inside hardly three mitt- 


ntes before the signal was given. Presi- 
dent Lincoln had experienced enough of 
what was then regarded as necessary 
punishment for American seamen. There 
was very little ventilation, and the short 
exposure to the hot and humid air had 
almost suffocated him. 


Turning to Secretary Welles of the 


navy department, the president ordered 
that no such inclosnre as the sweatbux 
•hould ever after be allowed on any ves 
eel flying the American flag. 


It was not an hour after this order had 


been given before every sailor on every 
ship in Hampton Roads had beard of it 
The effect was most remarkable on thi 
older sailors, man; of whom had them 
selves experienced the punishment of the 
cweatbox. Some of them wept from joy. 


But the good results of this act of 


President Lincoln were not confined to 
the 
American navy. 
Great Britain. 


France, Germany and other European 
countries heard that the sweatbox had 
been abolished in America as inhuman. 
One and all of these nations in turn fell 
Into line, and today the sweatbox is not 
to be found on any vessel Eying the flag 
of ft civilized nation throughout the world. 
—Youth's Companion. 


RaUln Porridge.

raisin porridge that was one of the dishea 
of the menu offered by a trained nurse. 
The recipe for it, as got from its cora- 
pounder, called for a dozen large raisins, 
which were cut in pieces and boiled half 
an hour in a little water. When the wa- 
ter has all boiled away, add one cupful 
of milk, and when this has been brought 
to the boiling point stir in a thickening 
made of a teuspoonful of flour wet in a 
little cold milk.

tard. Add a quarter of a teaspoonful of 
salt as it Is taken from the fire and serre 
hot— New York Post

M)st nosebleeds are slight and really of 


insignificant moment and are properly re- 
garded as worthy of only passing atten- 
tion. 


On the other hand, if occurring in rapid 


sequence or if the bleeding is excessive 
serious weakness or even death may re- 
sult. 


Nosebleed is commonly caused by some 


injury like a blow or fall or again by the 
Cngt-r nail. Picking the nose often re- 
sults in the foraation of an elevated 
joint just within the nostril, which under 
continued picking may develop into a 
epurlike elevation, frequently the site of 
bleeding. 


Nosebleed is somewhat significant, tak- 


en in connection with other symptoms, as 
initiatory of typhoid and other fevers. 
Occasionally a vessel inside the nose be- 
comes swollen or varicosed, and its rup- 
ture may cause one or several attacks of 
very free hemorrhag*. The greatest num- 
ber of cases in which repeated attacks of 
nosebleed occur are due to some disorder 
of the nose itself and are frequently asso- 
ciated with symptoms of obstruction to 
free breathing through the organ and 
thus may be nn indication of the neces- 
sity for local treatment o£ the nose. 


Of the many household remedies in 


vogue for the relief of nosebleed one may 
observe that all are successful ia the or- 
dinary cases, while in rarely persistent 
cases, for example, in those known as 
"bleeders," none seems thoroughly effec- 
tive. Cold seems to be one of the best 
and is applied in a number of ways. Ice 
mny be held to the nose externally and 
may even be introduced in small particles 
inside t^e nostrils. 


Of course the ideal treatment for nose- 


bleed and the only one invariably effec- 
tive is to find the bleeding point and ap- 
ply pressure to it. This, however, as it 
requires special apparatus for illuminat 
ing the interior of the nose, is only ap 
piicnblo by the physician. 


Alum is also one of the best household 


remedies for the control and checking of 
nosebleed. It is to be used in solution of 
one or two heaping teaspoonfuls to a 
glassful of water «tnd may be snuffed into 
the nose or applied in spray by nn atom- 
ize* or by other means. Peroxide of by 
dronen, which mny be found in nearly 
every household, is among the really vnl 
uable remedies for checking nosebleed. 


In case of serious or prolonged hemor 


rhnge from the nose the services of a 
physician are required, to whom should 
be left the direction of the systematic 
treatment. 


In children repeated bleeding at the 


nose requires attention, since it indicates 
a reed of systematic treatment, 
but 


more often points to n condition of COD 
tinned congfsiion of the nnsal mucous- 
membrane, the delicate lining of the int« 
rior of the nose.—Youth's Companion.

Change in Regulations 


HOUoCHOLD HINTa 


Postmasters are sending out notices 


to business houses calling attention to 
a. change In the limitations of orlvate 
mailing cards and to the condition* 
which must be conformed to in the use 
of the cards. The cards will hereafter 
be admissible to the mails when bearing 
the words "post card" provided such 
words appear at the top of the card. 
They must be in conspicuous letters 
and not be obstructed by any other 
matter and in such manner as not to 
interefure with 
address or postmark. 


The use of the words "Private mailing 
card authorized by the act of congress, 
etc." is discontinued. The limitations 
in the size of the card are somewhat 


j changed, 
the minimum length being 


smaller by 5-16ths of an inch and the 
maximum width 5-16ths of an inrh 
wider. The maximum length is l-16th 
of an inch longer than the old card. 
The new limitations are not smaller 
than 2 5-16ths by 4% and not larsrer 
thatn 3 9-16 by 
9-16. Heretofore cards 


not conforming with the

were refused admission to the mails, 
but if they have the woi ds, "post card" 
whether containing written matter or 
not, 
are now mailable only at letter 


rate of two cents. Advertisements and

BEEFSTEAK COOKINCK 


By Louis Loie. 


"Anybody caa cook a beefsteak!" 


TLis is an expression so often used that 
•\A is time somebody In the interest of 
good cooking and good digestion denied 
it. In the abstract anybody can cook a 
steak, but it is not true that anybody 
and everybody can cook a steak prop- 
erly. Many an excellent piece of meat 
has been ruined in the cooking. 
A 


good steak is oae cooked to the taste 01 
the peroen to whom it is served and 
yet retaining all the juices of the meat. 
This result can only be obtained by 
proper cooking. A steak simmered over, 
a slow fire or cooked in a pan so de- 
Toid of heat that the juices of the meat 
escape is not fit for the table and is un- 
worthy of the name that it bears. 


There are but three ways of cooking 


steak that deserve serious considera- 
tion: Grilling, broiling and dry panning. 
The first will require no attention at 
our hands as few, if any, houses are 
equipped with a meat grill. 


Steak is properly broiled over a 


charcoal fire. If you have not a char- 
coal fire a \ right coa' fire such as you 
have in your range will do good work. 
If the latter is used it must be a bright 
fire and onr that has burned all the gas 
from the coal before the meat is placed 
Over it. 


Ordinarily 
you 
will 
receive 
your 


steak from the butcher or market S3v- 
eral hours before you cook it. You put 
'it in a plate or dish and let it remain 
until wanted. 
In the meantime the 


blood has escaped to some extent and as 
you lift the meat you find it lying in a 
pool of blood. This cannot be avoided 
entirely, but it may be partially by 
keeping the moat ic a very cold place. 
When you get ready to cook it, be the 
juices more or less, the steak should be 
thorougluy wiped with a linen cloth 
before it is placed over the fire and 
then the wet side should first be placed 
toward the fire. 


If you are to broil it the fire should 


be sharp and hot. As soon as one side

In a frying pan when there are no coals 
available, but to get cood results there 
is only one method. The pan must be 
heated smo.-:ins hot, it is difficult to get 
it too hot, and the meat put into the dry 
pan. 
As sooa <is one side is seared over.- 


turn and co&k the other sine and con- 
tinue to turn often until done. Don't 
under any circumstances put a bit of 
butter or any grease in the pan. If 
you wish a gravy you may add a little 
water to the pan after the meat is re- 
moved. 


Of the various sauces served with 


steak, the Beavnaise is held in the high- 
est esteem by good livers. This sauce, 
even, must be very nicely made to im- 
prove the dish. A very good recipe fol- 
lows: Peel and chop one onion very 
fine; put it in a saucepan with one 
tablespoonful of chopped tarragon, one- 
half a cupful of white wine vinegar, 
the juice of one lemon, one teaspoonful 
of peppercorns and a dash of cayenne. 
Cook these ingredients together until 
the liquid is evaporated and the mixture 
forms a glace; remove from the fire and 
•dd two slightly beaten egg yolks. Now 
set the saucepan in another pan con- 
taining warm water and place back on 
the stove. Stir without stopping, drop- 
ping in, a bit at a tirm?, three table- 
spoonfuls of butter, until the sauce is 
very thick. This must be done slowly 
and if at any time the sauce appears to 
be growing thick very fast, .remove the 
pan from the water. Strain through a 
cheese cloth, add one teaspoonful of 
chopped tarragon and serve at once. 


In general let me advise the getting 


of the best at all times when buying 
stenk; have it cut at least an inch in 
thickness, unless you desire it very well 
done, and have immediate service as 
soon as it comes from the fire. 


SPICED TOXGUB. 


Boil a fresh tongue until the skin will 


pt-el, trim off the roots and rub all over 
with a mixture of one teaspoonful of 
allspice, .ind half a tea^poonful each of 
pepper nud ginger. Then dredge with. 
flour. 
Fry one minced onion in ttoo 


tablespooufuls of barter, then browa 
the tongue all over. Put it in a stew- 
pan, 
add fiour to the butter left in the 


pan and about a pint of water or 
enough to make a thin gravy. Pour it 
over the tongue, add half a cupful of 
raisins and half a cupful of vinegar and 
stew til! tender. Pour the gravy, with' 
out strainicg, over the tongue. 


DT7TCH CHEESE SANDWICHES^- 
Separate the curd from the whey ia 


clabber as for cottage cheese. When 
the curd is perfectly dry crumble it fine 
with the hands and to a guart of it add 
one teaspoonful of salt. Mix thoroughly, 
piare in an earthenware or ?ranite dish, 
cover lightly and set aside to ripen, 
which will require two or three days. 
Pour it into a skillet in which four 
tablespoonfuis 
of butter have beea 


heated, cook, stirring constantly, till it 
is a smooth paste, then pour into a 
mould. Spread the cold cheese thickly 
between thin slices of rye or graham 
bread, slightly buttered. 


CALVES' LIVER CUTLETS. 


Cut a pound of liver in thin slices, 


put them on a plate and over them pour 
boiling water. Let stand a few minutes 
then drain and wipe dry. Cut these into 
neat cutlets. Beat an egg with a table- 
spoonful of cold water and have ready 
a cupful of rolled and sifted crumbs to 
which have been added a teaspoonful of 
salt and one-fourth tc.ispoonfui of pap- 
rika. 
Dip the cutlets in the crumbs; 


then in es? and again in c.umbs, and 
fry in hot fat. Drain oa clean paper, 
place on a hot plaiter and garnish with 
bits oC lettL-'je or pir-'sr. 


CHICKEN A LA TERRAPIN. 


Jliiu-e one pint 01 colJ boiled chic-ken 


and inis it Trirh one hard boiled egg, 
which ha? been ru'ji>ed through a sieve, 
and a pinch ench of salt, cayenne and 
mace, ilclr in a sUe>pan a lump of 
butter thp size of an egg and to it add 
one tublpspooaful of browned flour, one 


1 gill of grav'y or stock and one gill of 


cream. Put in the chicken and cook for 
twenty minutes, then stir in a tea- 
spoouful of leruoa juice and serve oa 
hot toast. 


BEEFSTEAK EN CASSEROLE. 
Slice five or six onions and saute them 


in two or three tablespoonfuis of butter 
until yellov.- in color. Put them into a 
casserole, rinse out the frying pan with 
hot water, add it to tlie onions and 
sprinkle with salt and pepper. 
Heat 


the frying pan very hot, rub it over 
with beef fat and in it sear two pounds 
of steak from the top of the round, cut 
in pieces for serving. 
Sear on both 


sides, keeping the pan very hot. Put 
these pieces in the casserole with a sprig 
of parsley, add hot water to cover, close 
the casserole and cook in a slow oven 
for two hours or until tender. 
About 


fifteen minutes before serving, skim off 
the- fat, add potato balls or slices that 
have been parboiled five minutes and 
additional seasoning, if needed. Serve 
from the casserole. 


OYSTER FORCEMEAT. 


Beard half a pint ot oysters anfl 


mince them very fine. Mix with them 
the peel of half a lemon, chopped fine, 
a sprig of parsley, salt and nutmeg to 
taste, a very little cayenne and an 
ounca of butter cut into sma'l pieces. 
Add five ounces of bread crumbs and 
when thoroughly mixed bind with the 
yolk of an egg and some of the oyster 
liquor. 


PINEAPPLE FRITTERS. 


To one quart of milk allow one pint 


of flour, three ejr^s, a little salt, ona 
teaspoonful of baking powder and a pint 
of finely cut pineapple. Beat the eggs 
thoroughly, add part of the milk and 
salt, then the Hour and milk alternately. 
Cook quickly, dropping it by the spoon- 
ful into hot fat, and serve with or with- 
out a white sauce. 


CALF'S LIVER LOAF. 


Remove the skin from a calf's liver 


and cut the flesh in slices. Cook In 
boiling, salted water fire minutes, then 
drain and chop fine. Add one teaspoon- 
ful of onion juice, half a cupful of fine 
bread crumbs soaked in cold water and 
wrung dry in a cloth, n scant teaspoon- 
fill of salt, half a teaspoonful of poultry 
dressing, two well-beaten eggs and the 
juice of half a lemou or one tablespoon- 
ful of vinegar. Mix thoroughly. Line 
a brick shaped baking pan with thin 
slices of bacon or salt pork, press the 
mixture lightly into it, cover with pork 
and steam or bake for 45 minutes. 
Turn from the mould, remove the bacon 
and serve with tomato sauce. 


LAMB CUTLETS WITH FINE 


HERBS. 


Trim the cutlets, leaving a delicate 


rim of fat on each, fasten them into 
shape with tiny wooden skewers, brush 
orer with beaten egg and dip in bread 
crumbs. 
Cook thoroughly and dish 


daintily on spinach with this sauce 
poured around: Chop very finely six 
button mushrooms, half a carrot, a 
shallot and a teaspoonful of sweat 
herbs. Fry these to a light brown in an 
ounce of butter, then stir in half a pint 
of thickenad browa sauce. Boil up and 
•erve.

FRUIT POP-OVERS. 


Mix together rapidly two eggs, two 


cupfuls of flour, two cupfuls of milk 
ana a pinch of salt. Place the mixture 
in puff pans and bake in a quick oven.

His Wife's Story of an 


Unhappy Life 


' William Fountain. 34 years old, was 
taken 
in charge 
between 9 and 10 


o'clock last wight by Officers 
N. J. 


Walsh and Bowes under circumstances 
which indicated that he was about to 
commit suicide. He was tatoen to the 
police station, where it was thouetot 
best to confine him in the padded cell, 
as he freely admitted his intention to 
take his life, and it was deemed best 
to place him where he could do himself 
| no harm. 


Officer Wal»h' was on duty on River 


street and met Fountain near Farley's 
drug store out of which he had Just 
come. As they passed on the street 
Fountain, who knew the officer, said, 
"Good bye; you will never see 
me 


again alive." His tone waa. earnest, 
and he walked on. Officer Walsh step- 
ped into the store and asked if Foun- 
tain had bought anything there. 
He 


was told that the man bought a vial 
of laudanum 
containing a 
quantity 


sufficient to kill a man. 
The officer 


thought the case should be investigat- 
ed and started down River street after 
Fountain. At the corner of River and 
Brooklyn streets he met Officer Bowes 
who joined him and the two went to 
the home of 
Andrew Fife, on River 


street, where Fountain has been stay- 
ing. Mrs. Fife is his aunt. 


When the officers reached the house 


Fountain had retired to his room on 
the first floor and had removed his 
coat and vest. He was evidently pre- 
paring to go to bed. The door was 
not fastened and the officers walked in 
and told Fountain that he -would have 
to go with them* He said he would not 
do this and that he was going to com- 
mit suicide. 
When the officers 
took 


hold of him he resisted somewhat at 
first, then yielded aid said he would 
go if he must but it would make no dif 
ference for any length of time, as he 
had 
determined to end his life and 


should do so at the first opportunity. 
His coat wag searched by Mr. Fife be- 
fore he left the house, and in the pock- 
ets were found two vials of laudanum, 
one having been purchased at Farley's 
drug store, as above stated, and the 
other at Pratt's drug store. One %'ial 
was about the size of a man's finger 
and the other was larger. 
Fountain 


was not irotoxicate.d but had evidently 
had a few drinks. He did not change 
his mimd regarding suicide after reach 
; ing the police station, but assured the 
^officers that it uas only a question of 


time when he would do it. 


After he had been placed in the cell 


his wile, who is staying- at the home 
of her sister, 
Mrs. J. Rifenburg, on 


i Summer street, was notified, and she 
1 went to the police station and had an 
interview with him. A Transcript re- 


! porter talked with her later. She said 
i her husband was a native of this city, 
i v/here they were married H years aao. 
j He is a shoemaker by trade and for- 
merly worked in the shoe shops here 
According to Mrs. Fountain's story 
they have lived a very unhappy life 
together and this she attributed en- 
tirely to his drinking habits and ugli- 
ness when under the influence of liq- 
uor, She said he was always kind and 
p!ea?ant when sober, but when under 
the influence of drink he was 
very 


abusive and acted many 
times like 


an insane mart. He assaulted her at 
times, she said, and had repeatedly 
threatened her life. This went on so 
long that she finally came to the con- 
clusion that he would not carry out 
his threat, and so sl"e r -'tinned to live 
v/i:h him as long a= 
v sh< -_ould. 


Two years ago, or the fvt.bouts, they 


Wei.t 
,-c> Boston to live, 
but stayed 


there only a short time. They returned 
to tihis city and left soon afterwards 
for the west, where they went to live 
on a farm with relatives. Mrs Foun- 
tain thought if he could get away from 
his old associations here he might do 
better, asi he did for a time on 
the 


farm; but he finally formed acquain- 
tances there and fell into his old hab- 
it", again. From that time matters went 
from bad to worse. They left the farm 
for St. Joseph, Mo., 
and later Mr. 


Fountain went to St. Louis and secur- 
ed work in a shoe factory. Mrs. Foun- 
tain had hoped they-could live separ- 
ately ben«ceforth, but he finally began 
to write for her to go to St Louis, tell- 
ing he was very sick, etc. 
She fin- 


ally went there and found that he had 
been deceiving her, and naturally" mat- 
ters were no better than before. 


Mr. Fountain returned to this city 


about two months ago. and she Intend- 
ed to remain in the west, but she be- 
gun to receive letters stating that he 
wa* suffering with 
consumption and 


would probably live but a short time 
and so she came here five weeks 
ago and 10 find these statements false. 
She refused io !!ve with him and went 
to live for the present with her sis- 
ter on Summer street. She saUd her hus 
band called on her last evening and 
asked her to live with him again and 
that she answered that she would not. 
'He then, she said, told her ne would 
call again Saturday nigh), and that if 
she waa not ready to go with him he 
would shoot her, 


Mrs. Fountain was much disturbed 


v/hen she learned what her husband 
had done and showed that she had con- 
siderable feeling for him in spite of all 
she had been through, according to her 
story. Mr. Fountain seemed fairly cool 
when taken to the station but soon af- 
ter being placed in the cell became ex- 
tremely nervous, turf»d pale and was 
in a bad condition generally. 


Fountain appeared cool and rational 


this morning- and -was released by the 
court. 


SOCIAL SIDE CHRISTIANITY 


Its Importance Staled in a Striking Way 


by Or. Sawyer Last Night 


The Men's sodm union at the Meth- 


odist church held its ibird social of 
the season in the vestry and {parlors 
of the church last evening. 
It took 


the form of a New Year's party and 
reception to the ladies of the church 
and congrteg-ation. Upwards of 300 at- 
tended and a most pleasing time was 
enjoyed by alL 


The reception was held from 7.30 un- 


til 9.30 o'clock. In the large north par- 
lor stood the receiving party consisting 
of W. H. Sperry and Mrs. Sperry, Eev. 
Dr. and Mrs. J. E. C. Sawyer of Wil- 
liamstown, Rev. and Mrs J. A. Hamil- 
ton, P. Boyd and Mrs. Boyd and H. H. 
Walley. 
During this time refresh- 


ments, consisting of cake and coftee. 
were served in the small parlor adjoin- 
ing, while lemonade was freely dispens- 
ed in the small room adjoining the 
south parlor. 


The rooms were handsomely decorat- 


ed for the occasion, as also was the 
vestry, by the aid of spruce trees, holly, 
large wreaths, streamers of bunting 
and hemlock boughs, A larg-e sign bear- 
ing the word "Welcome" was display- 
ed in the north parlor, while the in- 
scription, "Happy New. Year," was 
hung in, the south parlor. After a 
thoroughly enjoyable social time had 
been spent, the vestry was thrown 
open and the program begun.

Bowers sang "Asleep in the deep" and 
Mr. Sperry followed with an address of 
welcome, explaining the object of the 
social union. Then he introduced the 
speaker of the evening, Rev. J. £. C. 
Sawyer, D. D., pastor of the Methodist 
church at AVilliamstown. Dr. Sawyer 
delivered an interesting and instructive 
address on the topic of "Social ser- 
vice." He said that ' Christianity is 
service, that the Saviour's life was one 
of continued service and ministry- 
"Service does not take us away from 
our duties, but rather sends us to them. 
It Is social service for a man to work 
for his family, that he may support 
them aright." He paid an elegant tri- 
bute to Daniel Webster and to the poet 
Longfellow, after -nhich he said, "Come 
as many as will to the preaching ser- 
vices; come, as many as will, to the 
prayer meetings; but all come to the 
social service. "We need it as much, 
if not more than the prayer meeting; 
we need it because it brings us to- 
gether and we know each other, and 
•we are able to help ^one another, 
as 


otherwise we would not be capable of 
doing. It is one of the most needful 
factors in tne church, and without so- 
cials and sociability it would be hard 
for a church to prosper.""
